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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-18 remain for examination. 

In the BPAI decision marked 4/8/2010, the previous rejection of claims 12-13 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shouheng Sun et al (NPL: Science, 
Vol.287, P1989, 2000, thereafter S287) in view of Bonnemann et al (US 5,308,377, 
thereafter US'377) is affirmed; and 

the previous rejection of claims 14-18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over S287 in view of US'377 and further in view of Bonnemann et al (US 
6,531,304, thereafter US'304) is affirmed. 

Status of the Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1-2, 5-7, and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shouheng Sun et al (NPL: Science, Vol.287, P1989, 2000, thereafter 
S287) in view of Bonnemann et al (US 5,308,377, thereafter US'377) is withdrawn in 
view the BPAI decision marked 4/8/2010. 

The previous rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over S287 in view of US'377, and further in view of the admitted prior art (Specification, 
page 2, Lines 5-13) is withdrawn in view the BPAI decision marked 4/8/2010. 
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The previous rejection of claims 3-4, 8, and 11 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over S287 in view of US'377, and further in view of Bonnemann et al (US 
6,531,304, thereafter US'304) is withdrawn in view the BPAI decision marked 4/8/2010.
